laws of each other, j We have, it is true, 
a cumbrous and exjfensi?o way of getting 
at tbe civil debtor jrho may have fled to 
tho States, and, viclverta, but this is ac- 
companied with so much delay and ex- 
sense as to be practically useless, but with 
regard to criminals, neither country has 
any means whatever for securing the fugi- 
tive from justice within the borders of the 
other, except so far as the provisions of 
the Ashburton treaty extend, and these 
are almost inoperative through the difficul- 
ty which exists in deciding on the cases 
and exceptions coming within and with- 
out the law. In the States we are bound 

to submit that, there is lesa difficulty in 



adercd a standing grievance, and that was 
tho necessity or keeping juror* so lpng*t 
every inferior Assize. In cs^ea where 
parties did not propose in their pleadinga 
that there should bo a jury, there rflight, 
it was proposed, bo atrial, beforo the 
judges instead; without a jury; and it 
was also to' be submitted that ,eveu.in 
cases where the intention was to have trial 
by jury, yet where the counsel met in 
court and agreed to have th& ease tried 
without a jury, tbat might be done. This 
would greatly expedito the business of the 
court and remedy one great grievance in 
the country, the protracted attendance 
of jurors. — (Hear). It was an experi- 
ment — one doubtedly in the right direc- 
tion — and would, he hoped, bo a success. 
At Quarter Sessions, for instance, where 
very little was done in a criminal way, 
such a scheme- would release a number of 
men who at many eeasons could not afford 
to be detained at Court— would, in fact, 
bo serious losers thereby. And even in 
regard to criminal cases he would have a 
scheme to submit. They could not, of 
course, alter the criminal law ; but as a 
Legislature they might intimate tbe desir- 
ability of alteration. He was aware, of 
course, that there was a measure of danger 
in this experiment — that there was such a 
thing as limiting tbe action of juries too 
much, and giving rise to disastrous con- 
sequences. In France, Spain, and South 
America very few juries were called; and 
even in Lower Canada, except in oases in- 
volving crime and the liberty of the Bub- 
ject, juries were hardly ever empannelled ;

We have very strong convictions that the 
duty of the Press is to denounce evil in 
whatever shape it may come, and by no 
means to spare the guilty, however high 
their estate. It i& the almost universal ac- 
tion in this respect, wbich gives the Press 
its power, and we contend, that he who 
seeks to shield in silence, the commission of 
crime, and the open practice of immorality, 
betrays the high trust reposed in him by 
the public, aud deserves the censure, but 
not the support of the community. But 
doubly to be condemned is the man who, 
for a trifling gain, prostitutes the paper he 
controls, by seekiug to throw a shield of 
falsehood over ruffianism and wron^r. In 
this light we arc surprised to see theetand 
taken by the Iiarric Examiner, in its last 
issue, regarding the outrage recently 
committed here. An opeu aud bare-faced 
attempt is made to transfer the odium of 
the affair from the actual perpetrators to 
the magistrates who punished them. Nor 
can this have been done carelessly, aud 
without knowledge, as ffiuF'iTOtcnijiorary 
had the evidence before liim, evidence that 
irresistibly leads ono to believe that the 
parties whom the Jy&imwcr seeks to do- 
fend, escaped' with a very -light punish^ 
ment under tho fines imposed. 

Our cotemporary aayahe-wncl*-/ 
interfering in this instance were he not 1 — 
"conscious that a spirit unbecoming men

&c. Was it nob proved that these men

Were they not turned 
out of the room by the landlord for this 
conduct ? Ilave they not sworn to this 
themselves ? Have not they themselves 
confessed their guilt ? and were they not 
fined on- their own swearing and confes- 
sion ? What then does the Examiner 
mean by accusing the magistrates of mis- 
conduct? Does he mean that the magis- 
trates should have hushed up this brutal 
and inhuman conduct ? — is this lh£ course 
he would advise and approve? What 
docs he mean by saying that the parties to 
tho crime on the street aro in a great 
measure overlooked, while those who were 
in the room were pounced upon ? Does 
he not know that a warrant on a capital 
charge has been issued against ono of the 
parties to the crime on the street ? Docs 
he not know that it is by no means clear 
yet who were all the parties connected with 
tho outrage on tho street and at the tan- 
nery? And docs not tho editor of the 
Examiner know that tho position he now 
assumes is an insult to every right think- 
ing inhabitant of this village? The Ex- 
aminer would havo acted wisely, had it, 
according to its vaunted habit, abstained 
from making itself n party to defending 

the authors of this disgraceful transaction. 
When it comes to pass that the man who 

spends bis money freely is to be "seen 
through" with any offence ho likes- to 
commit, it will bo an evil day for uh all. 
We very much suspect the editor of the 
JCx/imintr got his idea of tho ease from 
tho samogo.ntleninn who have been actively 
engaged in getting printed and circulated, 
a forged report of the evidence taken, fur 
the purpose of bringing in tho names of 
parties in no way connected with the crime. 
In pur humble opinion all those concerned 
in this beastly affair, had better Jmvc kept 
out of print as much as possible. Hut 
fortunately, for tho well-being of Hocicty, 
great knaves nrc generally great fools as 
well. 

Tho evidence given in tho Courier has 
never been impugned, and, comparison 
with that sworn to before tho magistrates, 
will establish its complete accuracy. 



In the administration of the law, they are 
far looser in practice than we are, and dif- 
ficulties of a purely technical character are 
less apt to be fatal. Hero we still, cither 
in civil or criminal law, refine with all the 
hair splitting uicety of the old jurists, so 
that, if on the application for extradition, 
the prisoner shall chance to be defended 
by a man possessing the legal knowledge, 
and astucious subtlety of McMichael, it 
becomes pretty much impossible to get him 
rendered at all. This is not as it should 
be, and is unworthy of the age we live in ; 
the policy of statesmen, judges and jur- 
ists should be, to facilitate in every way 
the due execution of the law, whether the 
mbject seeks to enforce a civil right, or 
the law seeks to punish crime. As our 
Iiws are now practised and dealt with by 
th* courts, the dishonest man aud crimi- 
nal have the best of it, being hedged about 
with every subtlety, and given the benefit 
of cvtry nice distinction. We hope to Ece 
the day, even in our own time, when the 
error of this etate of things shall be seen 
and remedied, and right shall be done in 
the law, less hampered by tcchnalitics than 
as now, and, going further than the Chief 
Justice, wo hor^>*Q\Ecc the day, when 
either civil or pnuiioal^roceas from either 
country, wiR be of effect m'chc other. A 
grea't temptation to fraud, dishonesty, and 
crime will be removed from both countries, 
when tho offenders against the laws in the

Br the speech of the Attorney-General 
given below, it will bo slen that very ex- 
tensive alterations are contemplated in the 
arrangements of the sittings of our Courts 
of Law, and in the proc&dure itself, Re- 
form in this respect is much needed, and 
we shall have good cause to thank the pre- 
sent Government, if they carry out the 
programme they have laid down. Wc sug- 
gested, some months since, that the Divi- 
eiou Court system of having no jury un- 
less specially required by cither one of the 
parties, might bo adopted in the higher 
courts with great advantage to the suitor, 
and as well to all those who arc liable to 
serve as jurymen. And we are glad to sec 
that tho Government intend bringing in 
an Act which will effect this, and hail it 
as the most valuable piece of Legislation 
proposed this Session. Nine-tenths of tho 
causes tried can bo moro satisfactorily dis- 
posed of before a Judge at once, and A 
vast saving of expense effected, for, as in 
tho Division Courts, wo suppose tho ex- 
penso will bo borne by die parties for 
whom tho jury is called. Moreover, when 
the calling of n jury is tho exception, much 
of tho buncomb at present made use of by 
speculative counsel, will be discarded, and 
tho issues disposed of on tltcir real merits ; 
cases of vast interest aro being constantly 
disposed of in this way in the equity 
courts, and with Jar more certainty for 
the right than iu the common law courts : 

41 Attorney -General iMacdonald moved 
the second reading of Ida Bill to dim. 
inish tho fritting** of County Courts 
and Quarter Sessions, to alKjlish Kccorders' 
Courts, and for other purposes, The 
Hon. gentleman, in expliimiiie;liismna8t|E0j 
.said it was designed to ifin^ about ft less 
expensive administratiotilof justice, with- 
out nt all decreasing its Lfficcnoy. There 
were in Toronto for instanco, aomo four- 
teen or fifteen nets of jurors. Now, by 
the Bill before tlws House, it was proposed 
to abolish two of (ho Quarter Sessions 
Courts, and four of tho Recorders' Courts 
— thereby reducing the number of jury 
sots from fourteen to *dx. Then, in tho 
country, two of the Quarter Motions 
Courts were dispensed with. Tho pro- 
visions of tho Rill, too, woro Buofi that a 
court would bo held in Toronto every two 
months, and In tho rural difiUiots there 
would bo a hitting every thitefi months. 
Again, it was proposed that all ctsos which 
could bo tried in tho County Courts could 
bo tried cither there or before the judged 

of tho superior eou t% and ih%\ tho ox- 

penso would be th-.i fiarnC In either case. 
The suitor baud, in this way, tho privi- 
lege to go from one court to the other, at 
tho snmo cost. This might t«Uil ad- 
ditional labour on tho judges, bat before 
tho Hoiibo roMt ho hoped to submit n 
lueusuro designed to lighten vorj materi- 
ally tho labourH devolving on the judges of 
Assite and Quarter Besflians. /Hear).

We see that the murderer Whelan has 
been brought before tho Judges of the 
Queen's Bench during the present term, 
on a writ of Habeas Corpus, for the pur- 
pose of having the writ of error, moved by 
his counsel, argued. The grounds on 
which the writ of error is moved are, that 
it docs not appear in the record of convic- 
tion that the Judge, before whom the Pri- 
soner was tried, held a commision to hold 
the assizes at which he was tried, and that 
the challenge for cause of one of the ju- 
rors was disallowed on the ground tbat the 
Prisoner had not exhausted his perempt- 
ory challenge. And that the peremptory 
challenge of another juror was disallowed 
on the ground that the challenge for cause, 
above referred to, had been taken as a per- 
emptory challenge, thereby exhausting 
the number of twenty he had a right to 
challenge peremptorily. If theso objec- 
tions arc upheld, it will amount to error 
on the Record, and this being a criminal 
proceeding, tho Prisoner would bo dis- 
charged without being liable to another 
trial; thus, through a mistake of the 
Judge, escaping the punishment due for 
<i;'JJ}«me%"^AQ43ffe do not hesitate to flay, 
that if this is a correot reading of tho law, 
the sooner it is altered the better; it is a 
gross injury to the community, if a mur- 
derer may go free and rnpnnishcd, through 
any mere error like this. The law should 
he so administered that substantial justice 
may be done, and no loopholes be left for 
the protection of crime and fraud. Why 
not, as in civil cases, have a new trial if 
there be any error in the procedure.

And how is it that a man. while defying all 
the laws of morality and religion, .can, at his 
bidding, l\nd advouites n-udrund willing, by 
every means in their power, even to the ex- 
tent of swearing falsely, liack him up, aud 
fight his unenviable battle* ? Can a solutiou 
of these facts be traced to the open and gen- 
erous nature — to his taking them into hifi 
hack room and plying them with the most 
expensive drinks, cigarts, and other luxuries. 
subsidising them, meauwhile.with costly pre- 
sents, whereby he KguiLr* mem into com- 
miseration with the sufferings attendant on 
his corrupt and licentious lii, while similar 
means are used to lead the young and in- 
nocent into scenes of debaufliery, drunken- 
ness and vice, with a motive'nlmost too hor- 
rible to be entertained by anyone professing 
himself a christian, viz., that of having re* 
[■vengo upon tho parcnU of theso uufortuuate 
youths. 

Yon may think, Mr. editor, my expressions 
are harsh; but sir, where these threats are 
hoastingly made in the following language, '* I 
have it in for him, I shall have my revenge:

Strange Freaks of Lightning. 

Lightning, like light, furnishes another 
wonderful succession of marvels. How 
delicate — how subtle I It performs its 
work sometimes with scarcely a touch. 
It might be said that it constitutes a 
transition between this world and a better 
one; in fact, it is really subject to trans- 
cendential laws which our weak inlelli 
geoce cannot grasp. Illustrating this, he 
strikingly entitles one of his chapters, 
" How did the bird get out of the cage?" 
He derives the expression from Plutarch. 
When we see animals or men cease mov- 
ing, thinking, living, suddenly, without 
any appreciable change in their appearance 
or the mechanism of their organization, it 
suggests the immage of a cage, the door 
still closed, no damage done to a. single 
wire, and yet the inhabitant gone. 

How did it get out? The instances 
are numerous. Bodie3 have beeo killed 
repeatedly by lightning, and they have not 
given the slightest trace of any wound or 
scar, no slight touch of a burn or a con- 
tusioo, no hint of the way by which the 
bird. sprang from its confinement. Deli- 
cate and most subtle, we have said, has 
often been its work. Think of its melting 
a bracelet from a lady's wrist, yet leaving 
the wrist untouched; think of its melting 
instantly a pair of crystal goblets without 
breaking them. Nay, as we have said 
above, some of its achievements are most 
humorous. 

Arago tells how the lightning one day 
visited the shop of a Suabian cobbler, did 
not touch the artisan, but magnetized all 
his tools. One can well imagine the im- 
mense dismay of the poor fellow ; his ham- 
mer, pincers sod awl attracted all the 
needles, pins, tacks and nails, and caused 
them to adhere firmly to the tools. The 
amazed shoemaker thought that everything 
in the shop was suddenly bewitched, or 
else that he was dreaming. And there 
are several well-authenticated cases like 
this, showing that iron can be rendered 
magnetic by the electric current. 

We read of a merchant of WakeCeld, 
who had placed in the corner of his room 
a box of knives, and forks, and iron tools, 
destined to he tent to the colonics; in 
carne the lightning, struck open the box, 
spread all the articles on the floor, and it 
was found, when they were picked up, that 
every one had acquired new properties — 
they had all been affected by the subtle 
touch of the current. Some remained in- 
tact, others were melted, but they had all 
been rendered more or less magnetic, so 
that there was not a tingle nail in the box 
but might have served the purpose of a 
mariner's compass. 

Such anecdotes excite the sense of the 
marvellous; and in popular science they 
become windows through which the young 
enquirer is able to look into the astonish- 
ing fields of nature. A great deal of 
ficicntific education, in any high tense of 
the word, some of the outer facts ure 
known, and people may be prcveuted from 
making very grave mistakes. *

He pleaded not guilty; but the 
presumption being strong against him, he 
was ordered to the rack, where the extrem- 
ity of the torture soon rung from him a 
confessjon of the crime. , Upon this con- 
fession he had sentence of hanging passed 
on him; when his master went to the tri- 
bunals, and there exposed the fallibility of 
confessions obtained by such means, by 
owning the fact himself, and disclosing the 
motives which had influencedhim in mak- 
ing the experiment.

Gum Camphor. 

Camphor is a vegetable gum semi-trans- 
parent and colourless. It is exceedingly 
volatile. When exposed to the air it 
flies off in vapour. On account of its 
strong and aromatio smell, St is much used 
to preserve cabinets and clothes from in- 
sects. From its strong smell has arisen 
the idea that it was a preservative against 
infectious disorders \ but as it is poison- 
ous, disease ia more liable from the cam- 
phor than from infection, Although cam- 
phor is dissolved in water only in a small 
quantity, sufficient, however, is taken up 
to give the water both its aromatic odour 
and its bitter taste. If some shavings of 
camphor are thrown on the surface of per- 
fectly clean water in a basin, the pieces 
will immediately begin to move rapidly 
round on their centre, others from place 
to place. The cause of these motions is 
unknown. Camphor exists in many plants; 
but is chiefly obtained from two plants — 
one, a nativo of China and Japan, much 
resembling the laurel. It is obtained by 
chopping the leaves, branches, roots, &c, 
into small pieces and placing them in a 
still with water. The other camphor-tree 
is a native of Borneo and Sumatra. Tho 
camphor is obtained by splitting open the 
tree, when it is found in largo pieces in 
tho interior.

the furs in a very dark closet and keep the 
doors shut; keep it always dark, and you 
can have no trouble But, as dosckdoors 
aro sometimes left open, the better way is 
to enclose tho articles loosely in a paper, 
put this in a pillow-oase, or wrap around a 
cloth, and hang it up in ft dark closet. 
Camphors, epices or perfumes aro of no 
use. Continual darkness is sufficient. — 
And do not take out tho furs in Juno or 
July to give them au "airing," for even 
then comcth tho enemy. If you consider 
an airing indispensibfo, give tho furs a 
good switching and put thorn quickly back.
